Four- Year  Colleges 
Offer  Scholarships 
To  J.J.C.  Graduates 

Several  scholarships  are  offer¬ 
ed  by  surrounding  colleges  to 
Joplin  Junior  graduates.  The 
Board  of  Curators  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Missouri  will  award  forty 
Missouri  Junior  College  scholar¬ 
ships  annually  to  junior  college 
graduates.  The  scholarships  will 
be  awarded  on  the  basis  of  schol¬ 
astic  achievement,  financial  need, 
and  good  character. 

Each  scholarship  which  is 
available  for  use  at  Missouri  Uni¬ 
versity  or  Rolla  will  pay  a  sum 
equivalent  to  the  current  library, 
hospital,  and  incidental  fees  for 
stwo  semesters.  At  present  the 
value  is  $135.00. 

Southwest  Missouri  State  Col¬ 
lege  at  Springfield  will  award  an 
academic  scholarship  to  one  of 
the  upper  five  members  of  the 
graduating  class.  The  scholarship 
which  covers  tuition  and  student 
activity  fees  is  usable  for  any 
three  of  the  four  college  terms 
immediately  following  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  graduation. 

Twenty  scholarships  for  women 
graduates  of  municipal  colleges 
in  this  area  are  offered  by  Lin- 
denwood  College.  The  value  of  the 
scholarships  is  $1,000  to  be 
applied  on  tuition  at  Lindenwood 
during  the  junior  and  senior 
years,  $500  for  each  year.

The  assembly  programs  have  not  only  featured  outstand¬ 
ing  speakers  but  outstanding  musicians  as  well.  Concert 
violinist  Robert  Rudie  presented  a  concert  in  which  he  used 
three  violins  including  a  Stradivarius.  Opera  tenor  William 
McGrath  sang  before  an  attentive  audience  and  afterward 
students  were  given  a  chance  to  interview  him.  The  Frankel 
and  Ryder  team  danced  their  way  through  a  delightful  and 
informative  program  in  which  they  demonstrated  the  cre¬ 
ative  dance. 

Mrs.  Jay  L.  Wilder,  Joplin’s  impresario,  has  presented 
many  outstanding  programs  on  her  “Concert  Series”  this 
year  featuring  such  personalities  as  Yma  Sumac,  Jose 
Greco,  the  Columbus  Boy’s  Choir  and  Henry  Scott,  piano- 
comedian.  Mrs.  Wilder  affords  many  students  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  see  these  presentations  free  of  charge  by  serving 
as  ushers. 

Mrs.  Wilder  also  has  charge  of  the  Travel  and  Adven¬ 
ture  Club  to  which  anyone  can  belong.  It  features  beautiful, 
colored  motion  pictures  of  interesting  countries  of  the  world 
narrated  by  globe-trotting  expert  professional  photograph¬ 
ers.  Illustrative  of  1954-55  offerings  are  Kjordis  Kittel 
Parker,  a  native  .  of  Norway,  who  presented  a  wonderf ul 
travelogue  on  that  country,  and  Colonel  John  Craig,  official 
photographer  for  the  government  during  the  war  and  for 
the  atomic  experiments  in  the  South  Pacific,  who  narrated 
“Danger  Is  My  Business.” 

Joplin  Junior  College  affords  district  artists  and  enthus¬ 
iasts  an  opportunity  to  view  art  exhibits  not  only  by  stu¬ 
dents  but  by  contemporary  painters  from  all  over  the  coun¬ 
try.  These  exhibits,  distributed  by  such  studios  as  the 
Guild  of  West  Redding,  Connecticut,  arrive  about  every 
three  weeks.
